pltal at tho Spunlili OpIUU. 

The lint wards wu entered wore tbcae 
of the convahisoents. They consisted 
i)f Iwii huge, light anil airy rooms, 
oeantifully clean as, imlccil, the whole 
of the hospital was), iu lliu lirst ol 
which wore about six or seven men sit- 
ting about and seemingly doing iiolliing 
but passing the time away by chatting. 
They looked lo me quite well, though 
mostly very Ihln. It was a novel Mght 
f ) seo so many poor Spaniards in so re- 
markable a state of cleanliness, i ex- 
pect it was Iho only part of their treat- 
ment tliev found unpleasant— the baths. 
There Is no divir between the men's and 
women's wards, and we merely had to 
step ihnnigh a doorway Iniioeeulof onp. 
tain or anytliing. 1 saw just alMUt 
Die same number of women, some 
of thorn, p<H>r things, looking very 
ill indcH'd. Their (aces wore not pale, 
but thill and drawn. One pleasant- 
looking girl I asked how she was. '•Very 
tired, vcrv weak, but getting better. ' 
If iliiad mil bcon fur iliu assurnuee of 
Uio uursv, I should have thought she 
was dying, lie aaid thai in one or two 
days at most all these cases would bo 
di.sehargeil. Just as 1 was aliont lo 
leave the wiird, in came a sister with 
the HflerniKju's choculutc. It was worth 
while to .>ee thu way in which she was 
wcliMiuied. Thu patients adore Iho 
good sislors, and not without a rooson. 
Buforv leaving thu vonvalescent ward I 
was shown a poor little fellow whose 
fatlinr and only brother has been swept 
away by the d seo^e. and Iho liltlo chap 
loft alo'ua llu mother bati long been 
dead. The buy seemed qiillo a pot in 
the ward, and was evidently well satis- 
fled with Ida present quarters. 

Comiug out of the ward, wo turned 
sharp round to the left and e.-.tered room 
Nn. Z. This was a long, narrow room, 
along one side ol which were rangml 
twenty ImmIs, each one tenanted by a 
man. These were bad eases, and all 
seemed iu quite a stupor. One thing 1 
milst not omit to potiou. On euterVng 
till* ward I had removed my hat. One 
man, who seemed in the lost stage of 
exhaustion, and who was iyiog staring 
at us wilh fixed, gliusy eyes, slowly 
and with a painful cnort raised his band 
to his head, and look off a sort of skull 
cap be wa* wearing. Polite are Iheso 
people to the laat. Three or four beds 
nirtner on I noticed, oloae loeether, 
two bods, in which were Ihe two 
worst ea.si!s. 'J'ho men were a terrible 
sight. Tliclr lips were the color of old 
parchmoul, their eyes closed, seemingly 
unronscioiis, and dreadfully, terribly 
thin. Their cheek bones seemed almost 
as if they would start through their 
faces. ■•To-day," said thu nurse, "tliey 
die." And I Uiuught they would be glad 
enough to do so from their appearunee. 
On reaching the end of this ward we 
turned again lo the left into a square 
room, iu which were a (ew women, all 
very ill. In one uorncr of the room I 
saw a little col. It was tenanted by 
quite a young infant— I should think not 
more than nme or twelve months old. 
It had been in the hospitnl 
for over twenty days, and, poor child, 
twre traces of liaving snlTered very ranch. 
Uno of its arms was lying outside the 
coverlet, and looked hke-allttle stick o( 
wood. To ma this little wait, lying 
tlioro alone and in such a state, was tho 
roost painful sight in thewliole hospital, 
and I do not mind confessiui;— why 
should I?— that for a moment Ihad tn 
bite my lip* pretty hani, and ehoke down 
something that would h.avc I ceo very 
malapropos in a person viewing llis 
cases in quite a professional capacity. 
In this ward I had a chat with one of 
the sisteri. a bright, bonny woman, 
whole very oreaeoee must have been of, 
one would think, aa much efflcaor aa the 
physio. 

After mj- chat I w.is cnndintted up a 
large staircase to .see the six new 
cases which had come Id and Ijcen put 
to bed. "They were all girls, and all in- 
mate* of the orphan school here; one or 
two of them seemed to lio in pain, cim- 
VUlslvoiy lifting Iheii arms and drawing 
up their legs. Hero was another sister, 
who gav* me at some length the treat- 
ment to which patienia am subiccied 
and the syroptonis by which eholcrs is 
told. As llu'se arc pretty well knuwn I 
shall not repeat I hem here, e.vccpt per- 
haps lo mention that for six days a per- 
son ill of cholera is kept without any 
food whatever bevond a little lea and 
warn rum— Cor. t'all MM QitUt.

A 
copy of a country paper, |mid fur bv 
one Mibsuriber, may go throtigli lli'e 
liaiiiU of a dozen oilier pereoua, ail of 
whuiii may bo bencHtcd without 
ioin|ienaaiing llio piiblislie;-. Ifoiilv 
one man in a du/.i ii wiio ale Ijicail 
lioni a bakery paid tlie baker fur his 
loaf, the bread-making business 
would soon decline. The iiewspa|)ei', 
as an exchange of local news of real 
inipiirtanee— to my nothing ofihe 
peixinal gossip whicii is equally in 
tercsiln^.lo most reader*— baa a sub' 
staiillal value. It saves time for 
those who otiierwi.-e would be obliged 
to },';ither by jiersoiial ellorls the facts 
contained in the paper; it saves 
some persons from imcuniary losSj 
by keeping tliein hiformod lu cases 
where ignoruiiee of eiirrciit or ap 
proailiing events wonlil be injuri- 
ous III business.

11 is seen tlic price and the value of a 
iu'W8i>ai)ordo not always correspond 
as nearly as Willi nrlieies of lood or 
a|ipaicl. The local editor is expected 
to lurnish all the news in his county, 
regardless of cost, for the very small 
sum wliicli tlic average reader of to- 
day insists is eiioiig'li for llie price of 
the iiajn'r. Yet llic haiiic average 
reader docs not go to iiin baker or 
butciier^ teuder a iinall aura of money 
and demand for ll enough food for 
his family, regardleaa v( the tirsi 
coslof lliut fuM. The price of the 
county newspaper la generally loo 
small, and' the publlaber, aa arule, is 
unable lo increase It 

'I he mistake many people make is 
ill ileinanding their county paper 
fur the low price cliarged by the city 
weekly papers. II should be under- 
stood that aa a circulation of a news- 
paper increasea the iirlce may be less- 
oned. If a LouiaTiile weekly pub- 
lishes as many thousands of copies 
as a Princeton paper publisiiea hun- 
dreds, it is impossible that tlio latter 
should be both as good and as cheap.

Cancer, for iiiBlaiice,.iB the dread of 
piiysiclaiis. Ail they can do is to re> 
move the cancerous mailer, which Is 
sure to return again, nut no means 
has as yet been devised to cheek tbo 
morbid growth.
